Our conferences were three por day, as [ was im-
paticnt o achieve a resnl! which woald cause ge
much noise ws the cannon we distinetly heard
Count Von Bismarck wesnred e, ns to the prinoi-
pleof the armistice, thut he desired, as much ns
nnv of the neutrsls, to end Lostilities, and that he
desired to =ee estahlizhed in France a power which
might contract Insting engagements. Wea wern
thue In aceord on the eezsutinl pointe. 1 demanded
Ivom twonty-flve to thirly days armistios, as this
time was nended [or the votes nnd reunion of the
elected eandidates, Bismarck did not contest this,
and reemed to necept twenty-five days, As to the
elections, Diamarck assurad ma they should be tree
in the departments ocoupied by the Prussians.

He muide, however, reservallons coneerning that
portion of the tervitory of the French near tho
Guerman frootier, and Gorman in origing I imme-
digtely answered that the armistice mnust not ha
delnyed by the argument of questions which come
within the province of a tresty of peave. I3is-
murck sald it was better tot to digonss these ques-
tions, and that he, IF pot odmitting electoral agita-
Hon in gald provinees, wonld not refuse that they
b pepregented In the future oational assembly by
i yotnble free In opinion ns othar reprosantatives,

Alter o panke we then arraopgod we to the con Inot
of the armics,. Dlemarck rolferred this to the
genernls and to the King; and this was the con-
cluvion arrived nt, namely:

The belligerents were to stop whiere they were on
the dav of the slgning of the armistice.

Lastly came the quertion of revietunlling, and
Lere npnin Bismarek wikhed to consult the military
eomimsuders, So matters weroe deterred to the
next day,

When on the 24 [ saw Rismarck 1o seemed unopsy
and pre-oecupled, and asked if I had any news
from Paris. Isaid *no.’ He then sald, **Paris (4 in
revolution, and & new govornment is proclaimed.”

I replied, »If disorder for the moment has tri-
umyhed, the people’s love off order and patriotism
will koon restore order.” 1 was forced, however, to
sugpend negotintions, but koon received proof that
I was not mistaken, I saw Bismarck that night,
and resumed negotintions,

On the subject of revictualling Parle, T explained
the principle that st the end of the armistice each
belligerent most be in the same condition ns at the
commencement.

Birmarck, speaking in the name of the military
leaders, prononnced against the revictualliong nnloss
he received a military equivalent, I demanded
what he meant, He answered, ““A fort; perhaps
more than one,”” 1 immediately stopped Bismarck,
saying, ‘‘ls it Paris yeu ask—Paria, our fores, our
bope, which you are uot able to vauguish witer fifty
days’ slege 2

Arrived here, we could get no farther. I saw the
military spirit all powerful in the Prussian regolu-
tlon against s peace policy, and asked Bismarck
for leava to see Favre and adviee with blm, Bis-
marck char{zed me to declare that he wonld not in-
terfere with the elections, aven il thers was no
armistice, and ®ould let Furis communioate with
Toure on the subject, The government was in-
formed of what had ocearrad, and they desired me
to break off' the negotiations on refusal of he re-
vietualling and leave Versuilies, which resolution
I imparted to Bismarck.

The Powers must judge of the conduet of the
belligerents and the eflorts made to secure peace,
which was not lost thron gh the nation, bat through
the fault of the late government. the existence of
which was the fanltof France, in abandoning its
destinies to such hands, THiERS,

A STEAMER ON FIRE.

A Versel on Long Inland Sonnd In Flames.

The moil agent of the Boston express train,
which arrived in this city on the New York and
New Huaven Railroad at twenty minutes past
eleven o'clock last night, reports that he =aw a
large eteamer wrapped In flames abont half- past
pine o'clock last might., The agent states that
while running between Westport, Conn., and
Gireen Farms his attention was attracted by
Lhearing one of the employes of the road ex-
claim, “Look ! therc's a stenmer on fire!” He
turned, and, lookiovg in the direction indlieated,
saw, with some difliculty, owing to the distance,
what he confldently believes to have been one
of the large Sound steamers hlazing from stem
to stern. The Iarge framed upper works
eould be feen somewhat resembling the shell
of o house en fire just before the bnilding
fulls and when all ite simbers are aglow, The
eemi-circular outline of the large paddlebox
wae aleo diecernable, but owieg to the
glare could not be plaiuly gcen. From the gen-
eral pize and shape of the burniog mass all who
witneseed It concluded that 3t was no ordinary
sized steamer, and there is no larger structure
in the vicinity than the lighthouse about Nor-
walk harbor. The train was about three miles
from the burning vessel, and it was the deecided
impression that ehe was agronnd not far from
the Jighthouse, on the north ehore.

The vessel had, when reporied as above, heen
burning for some hours, as the conductor of the
evenipg train golog north reports that he saw
the veesel ablaze about opposite Green Farms,
aud when last seen by the mail agent large
gpires of flame were shooting up from the body
of the steamer.

If it should prove that it was actually one of
the Bound steamers, It is not improbable that it
was the New llaven boat, which left this city
about balf-past three o'clock yesterday after-
noowy.

The fact that she was nshore gives reason to
hope that she bad been run agrouand by her pilot
when it was digcovered that she was on fire,
and that all or most of the persons on bosrd
may thereby have been rescued. —N, Y. Merald,

DETERMINED TO DI1E,

A lLuidy Heart-broken at the Denth of Heor
Fushand duakes Three Desperate Alttempin
at Buleide.

Quite an excitement, saye the Lonisville Jour-
nai of the 10th instant, has been created in the
Weet end, by the desperate and deterwmined
eflorts of a highly respectable lady to take her
own iile.
